Four  Days,  the  story  of  the 
assassination  of  the  late  Pres- 
ident John  F.  Kennedy,  goes  on 
sale  Monday  in  the  BYU  book- 
store for  all  persons  who  or- 
dered the  publication  through 
the  Daily  Universe,  according 
to  Merwin  G.  Fairbanks,  stu- 
dent publications  advisor. 

Approximately  500  copies  of 
the  book,  produced  by  Ameri- 
can Heritage  Magazine  and 
United  Press  International,  will 
be  distributed  to  these  people  at 
a special  pre-publication  sale 
''^rice  of  $3. 

Dean  H.  Walter,  director  of 
general  books  at  the  bookstore, 
said  a few  extra  copies  have 
been  received  and  will  be  avail- 
able only  after  all  previous 
orders  have  been  filled.  These 
will  be  higher  in  cost. 

“Prompt  pickup”  of  the  vol- 
tunes  was  urged. 


Vagiale,  where  hostilities  began 
Saturday,  Ethiopian  sources  said. 

Emperor  Haile  Selassie  called 
for  an  urgent  emergency  session 
of  the  organization  of  African 
unity.  United  Nations  Secretary 
General  Thant,  in  a message  to 
Selassie  and  Prifne  Minister 
Abdirashid  Shermarke  of  Somal- 
ia, asked  both  sides  to  cease 
hostilities. 

Each  nation  declared  the  bord- 
er region  in  a state  of  emergency 
when  fighting  flared  Saturday, 
and  each  gave  a conflicting  ver- 
sion of  what  sparked  the  clash. 

The  Ethiopian  ministry  of  in- 
formation said  100  Somali  sold- 
iers were  killed  and  200  wounded 
Saturday  and  9 Ethiopians  were 
killed  and  44  wounded. 


NICOSIA,  CYPRUS,  (UPI)  — 
Scattered  gunbattles  were  re- 
ported between  Greek  and  Tur- 
kish Cypriots  Sunday  in  a rash 
of  violent  incidents  that  brought 
this  battle-scarred  island  nation 
to  the  verge  of  full-scale  civil 
war. 

Tension  ran  high  in  this  capital 
as  reports  reached  here  of  shoot- 
ings in  rural  villages  across  the 
island.  At  least  one  Turkish  cy- 
priot  was  reported  wounded. 

British  sources  warned  that  a 
major  new  clash  was  likely  in 
Nicosia  itself  between  Greek 
and  Turkish  cypriots.  One  source 
said  such  a clash  "almost  cer- 
tainly would  provoke  major  Tur- 
kish intervention  on  Cyprus.’ 

(In  London,  diplomats  worked 
feverishly  to  gain  agreement 
from  Greece,  Turkey  and  Cyprus 
on  the  Anglo-American  plan  to 
send  a 10,000  man  i>eace-keeping 
force  to  the  island. 

(The  U.  S.  Embassy  in  London 
announced  U.  S.  Undersecretary 
of  State  George  W.  Ball,  who 
had  arrived  in  London  Sunday 
morning  flew  to  Athens  Sunday 
for  joint  talks  with  U.  S.  Ambass- 
adors to  Greece,  Turkey,  and  Cy- 
prus in  an  apparent  last-ditch 
effort  to  prevent  full-scale  armed 
conflict  in  Cyprus. 

(Reliable  sources  in  London 
said  Johnson  sent  Ball  on  his 
emergency  mission  because  Jie  is 
considering  reversing  his  decision 
to  contribute  U.  S.  troops  to  the 
peace-keeping  force.) 

British  sources  in  Nicosia 
warned  new  violence  was  likely 
in  the  capital  if  Turkish  Cypriots 
do  not  release  four  Greek  hos- 
tages seized  last  week  while  ap- 
parently trying  to  infiltrate  Ni- 
cosia’s Turkish  quarter. 

The  sources  claimed  the  hos- 
tages were  being  held  inside  the 
heavily  defended  Turkish  cypriot 
police  station  at  Nicosia’s  Ky- 
renia  gate  area. 

They  said  the  Greek  Cypriot 
Guerrilla  organization  EOKA 
'has  been  standing  by  nightly 


prepared  to  launch  an  all  out  at- 
tack to  force  the  release.” 

An  official  British  spokesman, 
meanwhile,  said  at  least  one  Tur- 
kish cypriot  was  wounded  in  a 
rash  of  gunbattles  throughout 
the  day  on  the  island. 


Non-Resident 
Student  Permits 
Needed  on  Car 

“All  out-of-state  students  must 
have  a Utah  driver’s  license,  as 
well  as  a non-resident  student 
permit,”  according  to  Lieut.  Ger- 
ald Mathews  of  Security.  Dead- 
line is  Feb.  29, 1964. 

The  non-resident  permit  may 
be  obtained  for  a fee  of  50  cents 
from  the  Security  Office,  B-66 
after  February  15,  1964. 

A UTAH  mechanical  inspection 
sticker,  or  1964  inspection  sticker 
from  another  state,  must  be  ap- 
plied before  the  non-resident  per- 
mit is  issued. 

The  inspection  and  sticker  may 
be  obtained  from  car  garages  and 
service  stations  licensed  by  the 
state,  after  February  15,  1964. 

According  to  a statement  issued 
by  the  Utah  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion on  Dec.  3,  1963,  permits  will 
be  only  issued  to  full-time  stu- 
dents. 'Those  permits  issued  for 
1963  will  be  valid  until  midnight, 
Feb.  29,  1964.  The  permits  issued 
for  1964  will  be  valid  until  mid- 
night the  last  day  of  Feb.  ’65. 

BEGINNING  March  1,  1964, 
the  . non-resident  student  must 
display  the  '64  non-resident  stu- 
dent permit  and  the  Utah  High- 
way Patrol  safety  inspection 
sticker. 

Students  commuting  daily 
from  out-of-state  to  school  must 
display  the  safety  sticker  and 
non-resident  student  permit. 

The  safety  sticker  is  applied  to 
the  lower  left  hand  corner  of  the 
windshield  and  the  non-resident 
permit  to  the  lower  right  hand 
corner  of  the  windshield.

A graduate  of  Ricks  College 
and  the  University  of  Utah  Law 
School,  Elder  Romney  practiced 
law  in  Salt  Leike  City  for  xx 
years,  during  which  he  served 
one  term  in  the  Utah  State  Legis- 
lature and  was  assistant  county 
attorney,  assistant  district  attor- 
ney and  assistant  city  attorney. 

Elder  Romney  was  called  to 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  on 
October  6,  1951.  He  was  appoint- 
ed general  chairman  of  the 
Church-Wide  Welfare  Program  in 
1959,  and  has  since  held  that 
position. 

Before  his  call  to  be  an  Apostle, 
Elder  Romney  filled  a mission  for 
the  Church  in  Australia.  He  was 
a bishop  and  a stake  president; 
and  he  served  as  Assistant  to  the 
Council  of  the  'Twelve  for  the  ten 
years  prior  to  his  apostleship.

This  turn  of 
events  forced  coach  Witbeck  to 
play  a forward  at  center  for  the 
final  minutes  of  the  game, 

THE  KITTEN’S  attack  was  led 
by  forward  Neil  Roberts  who 
banged  in  31  points.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  Gary  Hill,  Jim  Jimas, 
Ken  James  and  Raymond  with  21, 
19,  13,  and  10  points  respectively. 
The  Papoose’s  were  paced  by  cen- 
ter Bill  Ivey  with  23  points. 

Gary  Hill  scored  the  Kittens 
1000th  point  of  the  season  on  a 
free  throw  in  the  third  quarter 
to  help  keep  the  frosh  scoring 
average  above  100  points  a game.

The  Brigham  Young  basketball 
crew  now  faces  a long  climb  back 
to  the  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
enqe  cage  trail  if  they  are  to 
challenge  the  Conference  leaders 
for  the  1964  Casaba  Crown  after 
dropping  their  second  WAC  tilt 
of  the  season  to  Utah’s  Rustlin’ 
Redskins  in  an  overtime  91-89 
thriller. 

COACH  JACK  Gardner’s  Utes 
moved  out  quickly,  and  shooting 
nearly  perfect  scores  opened  an 
almost  insurmountable  gap  in  the 
first  nine  minutes  of  play  to  lead 
the  Cougars  by  13  points,  30-17. 

The  Mountain  Cats  then  jelled 
on  defense  and  closed  the  gap 
even  more  quickly  than  it  had 
been  opened.  With  4 minutes  and 
35  seconds  remaining  in  the  first 
half  the  Utah  lead  was  gone — the 
Pumas  had  tied  the  score  at  41 
points.  The  Utes  regained  only 
a slim  margin  to  lead  at  the  half 
53-50. 

THE  SECOND  half  opened 
quickly  with  BYU  taking  only 
nine  seconds  to  score,  and  the  en- 
tire capacity  crowd  of  6190  in 
Einer  Nelson  Fieldhouse  knew 
the  game  might  well  be  decided 
by  which  ever  team  shot  the  last. 

The  lead  see-sawed  from  one 
team  to  the  other  eight  times 
in  the  second  half  in  addition  to 
being  tied  on  ten  more  occasions. 

WITH  TWO  minutes  left  in  the 
game  the  score  was  still  tied  82- 
82.  Steve  Kramer  jump  shot 
from  the  free  throw  line  and 
swished  the  nets  to  put  BYU 


back  in  front.  A foul  was  called 
on  Redskin  center  Dennis  Couch, 
giving  Kramer  a chance  to  add 
one  more  point.  His  charity  toss 
was  good  and  BYU  had  its  lar- 
gest margin  of  the  evening — 
three  points. 

Doug  Moon  brought  the  ball 
down  the  floor  for  the  Utes  and 
shot  quickly.  His  shot  was  good, 
and  a foul  was  called  on  Kramer. 
Moon  missed  the  important  free 
throw,  but  second’s  later  put  the 
Utes  back  out  in  front  with  an- 
other field  goal. 

FINALLY,  with  only  eighteen 
seconds  remaining,  Dick  Nemelka 
picked  up  his  fifth  foul  of  the 
game.  Hawes  made  the  first  shot 
to  make  the  score  87-85,  but 
missed  the  game  clincher.  The 
Pumas  brought  the  ball  back 
down  the  court  and  worked  the 
ball  into  Jon  Stanley  who  sent 
the  game  irfto  overtime  as  he 
ank  a two  pointer  as  the  gun 
went  off. 

The  Cougars  scored  first  in 
the  overtime  period  with  3:54 
remaining  as  John  Fairchild  rip- 
pled the  nets  with  a lay  up  shot. 
With  2:14  remaining  George 
Fisher  tied  the  game  again  with 
two  free  throws. 

WTTH  ONLY  18  seconds  re- 
maining Couch  scored  his  first 
field  goal  of  the  game  to  give 
Utah  the  win  over  the  Cougars. 

The  Cougars’  John  Fairchild 
and  Utes’  Doug  Moon  tied  for 
scoring  honors  Saturday  night, 
each  coming  up  with  25  points, 
Mike  Gardner  added  24  points 
for  BYU,  while  Spence  Thurgood 
scored  18  for  the  winners.
